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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 27-38 are pending in this application. Claim 35 is the sole independent claim. 
This action is made Non-Final. 

2. This communication is responsive to the Amendment filed 12/26/2006. 

3. Claims 27-38 are pending in this application. Claims 27, 31, and 35 are independent 
claims. In the instant Amendment, claims 27, 31 and 35 were amended. This action is made 
Final. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 27, 31 and 35 are objected to because of the following informalities; the term "a 
second user selection" appear to imply that there is a "first user selection." However, the only 
first user interaction is referred to as " a first user input." The Examiner believes that Applicant 
intends for the two user interactions of the "second user selection" and the "first user input" to be 
related to each other. Therefore, it is suggested that either the term "input" is changed to 
"selection," or the term "selection" is changed to "input," so that the context would be consistent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 28-29, 32-33 and 36-37 recite the limitation "the user selection" in lines 3 of 
claims 28, 32 and 36. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. It is 
not clear whether "the user selection" refers to "a user selection" within the same claims where 
the recitation is made, or "the user selection" refers to "a second user selection" in the parent 
claims, i.e. claims 27, 31, and 36 respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 27-38 would be allowable if the claim objections and rejections under 35 USC § 
112 above are overcome. Claims 27-38 are allowable over the art of record because the art of 
record do not teach all of the claim limitations.
